WASHIKOTON, July 22.— Robert I*ink- 


erton made a lengthy eta tern en t today 
to the special committee investigating 
the Homestead troubles. Besides re- 
viewing the history of his organization, 
he wan required to answer a long-list tf 
questions which wore proponed by rep- 
resentatives of tho Knights of Labor.

Tbe robber IB a voting man named 


Michael Cucovich, a waiter by occupa- 
tion. 
Lie was raised here and has rela- 


tives in this city. 
About eighteen motths ago he was 


committed to an asylum and was dis- 
charged as cured a year ago. Since then 
he has seemed to be sane. 


A week ago he purchased a new re- 


peating rifle and Bowie knife here, eay- 
ing that he was going into the mount- 
ains. Early this afternoon be went out 
on tlio French camp road a short dis- 
tance from town, nnd waited lor the 
two-horee Blase running daily between 
this city and Uiiioii island. 


Jimmy Hopper waa driving and had 


as passengers two youne men from Mo- 
desto, Rubin May and Isaac Pledger, 


The robber stood oo the side ot the 


road inside of one of the rail fences, and 
when the stage driver drove up he lev- 
eled his rifle at the driver and ordered 
him to stop.
